Wounded Knee trials 



ST. PAUL, MINNESOTA (CUPI)-- 
Tlie first of 130 Indian people 
charged with offenses arising from 
the American Indian Movement's 
(AIM) 7l-day armed liberation of 
Wounded Knee, S.D. went on trial 
here today (Jai' ; 8). 

Russell Means and Dennis 
Banks, two of the principal lea- 
ders of the occupation, are charg- 
ed with burglary, larceny, assault- 
ing a federal officer, impeding 
federal officers, firearms viola- 
tions, conspiracy, and car theft. 
Their trial is the first result- 
ing Trom the takeover of the Pine 
Ridge reservation at Wounded 
Knee last March. 

Means said recently it is not 
the Indian people who participated 
in the occupation, but the Ameri- 
can government, that Is on trial. 
In liberating Wounded Knee, the 
Indian people were trying to count- 
eract the breaking of treaties 
by the American government, he 
said. 

"We did not break any laws, 
but in fact we went into Wound- 
ed Knee to uphold laws...We were 
trying to force the United States 
of America to live up to Its own 
laws," Means said. 

The AIM leaders said that by 
occupying Wounded Knee they were 
trying to force the American go- 
vernment to live up to its trea- 
ties. In a statement issued re- 
cently, Banks said "It was the 
judgement of those who partici- 
pated in Wounded Knee of . 1973 
that injustice innicted by the U.S. 
government agents on Indian tribes 
should cease, am it was strongly 
felt that the government should 
finally honor the treaties." 

Banks and Means said, If the 
government is going to honor its 
treaty committments, they will 
be found not guilty. "We are 
going to attempt for the first 
time in history through the fede- 
ral Judiciary system, in front of a 
Jury, to. prove that we, the Ame- 
rican Indian, do have treaty 
rights. If the United States is 
going to live up to its Consti- 
tution and Idea of democracy, 
if It Is going to honor its sacred 



trust, made with American Indian 
people, it will have to honor the 
18G8 Treaty— and find us not guil- 
ty," Means said. 

If the Indian people are found 
guilty, AIM claimed, this would 
prove the American government 
has no .intention of honoring the 
treaties. "Once aeain we have 
to rely on the White Man and wait 
for him to give us the rights we 
already have. If he goes against 
his constitution and convicts us, 
we will prove to the world that 
this is really a police state ins- 



tead of a free country. The Wound- ' 
ed Knee trials are the most Im- 
portant of the century. They will 
expose how America practices its 
founding philosophy," an AIM 
statement said. 

William Kunstler, one of the 
Indians' defense attorneys, said 
evidence win be Introduced to 
show that the government was ha- 
rassing and Infiltrating the Indian 
people's defense team. 

The government had attempted 
"the buying off and perjuring of 
prospective defense witnesses. 



British labour strife 



LONDON (CUP)— British unions 
are expected to call a one day 
general strike early this new year 
in protest of the government po- 
licy regarding power shortages 
and Inflation. 

The situation grows worse dai- 
ly. Although it has the largest 
coal reserves in Europe, succes- 
sive British governments have 
opted for the myth of infinite 
cheap oil from the middle east. 
In past years half of Britain's 
coal mines have been closed down 
and further exploration have been 
almost dormant. 

Coal miners are paid only $60 
a week and have been the first 
workers to strike back. For se- 
ven weeks, they have banned over- 
time, cutting down deliveries of 
coal to power stations. More re- 
cently, railway workers have In- 
troduced a work to rule opera- 
tion which has virtually closed 
down suburban services and strip- 
ped long distance schedules to a 
bare minimum. Government wages 
and prices policies and the atti- 
tude taken to. the coal workers 
have added backing to the call 
for the general strike. More ra- 
dical elements are calling for an 
indefinite stoppage to bringdown 
the current conservative govern- 
ment. Political observers see a 
different situation- They believe 
that statements by Prime Minls- 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Direct invest- 
ment by American-controlled cor- 
porations increased by $679 mil- 
lion in 1972, to an all-time high 
of $25,784 milMon. The rise gives 
Canada 27.6 per cent of U.S. 
capital Invested abroad — the 
second highest concentration of 
American investment in the world, 
Just behind the European Com- 
mon Market nations taken toge- 
ther. 

Total American investment in 
1972 stood at $93,031 million and 
achieved a net return on invest- 
ment of 13.2 per cent or $12,280 
million per year. Canada, which 
occupies a soft spot In American 
hearts, yielded a stable 8.7 per 
cent return or $2,240 million per 
year. 

Adaptation of 18th century bus- 
iness practices to fit the modem 
context has resulted in the multi- 
national corporations milking a 
119. 4 per cent return out of Arab 
nations. This represents a six 
per cent Increase over 1971. Oil 
is the main revenue-producing 
commodity obtained by the corpo- 
rations In the Middle East. 

Recent American concern has 



shifted to the European nations 
which have replaced Canadaasthe 
multinational corporations' num- 
ber one investment target. 1972 
investment showed a 11.6 per cent 
gain over 1971. 

The devaluation of the Ameri- 
can dollar presented little pro- 
blem for the corporations as 
they simply switched their me- 
thod of financing. Instead of using 
money originating from the Amer- 
can parent, investment of retained 
earnings of the subsidiaries is 
used. As a result capital out- 
flow from the U.S. declined $1.5 
billion In 1972 while reinvested 
earnings rose $1.3 billion. 

Corporations were actually able 
to use the international money 
market to their advantage by ma- 
nipulating the higher valued fo- 
reign currencies to their advan- 
tage. The money obtained through 
such manipulation was ploughed 
back through the subsidiaries for 
Investment purposes. 

This story was based on a re- 
port by Business International, a 
New York research firm serving 
more than 150 multinational cor- 
porations.

Heath's reaction to rlsingprlces 
despite his wage control has been 
to be photographed in Woolworths 
buying Christmas 'tinsel. Heath 
calls the actions of the workers 
"strikes" and promises that If 
the miners return to work, every- 
thing will be rosy in England. 
The miners however, are not 
of the country's major problems. 
Inflation is rampant, another mas- 
sive trade deficit has been an- 
nounced, the pound is flounder- 
ing and in London, financial cen- 
tre of Britain, the onrushing de- 
pression has been heralded by the 
failure of a large bank and an in- 
vestment corporation. 

The situation cannot be helped 
by Heath's war against the mi- 
ners, and ultimately the whole 
British working class. 

Amidst contradictory state- 
ments about the country's coal 
stores and continuing export of 
large quantities of coal overseas, 
the government has Introduced 
a three day work week which will 
put one million workers out of 
work. 

How an already floundering eco- 
nomy will support these people 
and their families is a problem 
Heath has not yet faced.

Campus accidents

Campus roadways have been 
graced with a lsrge number of 
traffic accidents during the last 
term. 

A total of 13 accidents have 
been investigated by Security 
since the beginning of the school 
year; two in both September and 
October, five in Novmeber, three 
in December, and one alreadythis 
January. At least an equal num- 
ber of vehicles have gone off the 
roadway and have had to-be pul- 
led from the ditch by tow-truck. 

Approximately half of the re- 
corded accidents involved two 
cars. Security considers only 
those cases where there is injury 
of property damage resulting. 



They also exclude the numerous 
fender-benders in the parking lots 
from their records. 

The curves in the road are 
poorly angled in at least two spots. 
One is at the bottom of the hill 
near the entrance to number 10 
(student.* lower) parking lot. The 
other* is the 90 degree corner by 
the greenhouse. Most accidents 
this year occurred in these two 
places and also at the entrance to 
the number 4 parking lot (across 
from the Arts building) where a 
guardhouse obstructs clear vision 
of -those entering and leaving the 
parking lot. 

Only in one case was a charge 
laid. A car went off the road 
and was heavily damaged. The 
driver was charged with impaired 



Ukrainian Students club

The Canadian Ukranian Students 
Club at LU Is once again on a 
membership drive on campus and 
at Cambrian. In the past three 
years students and faculty have 
gotten together and formed what 
proved to be a strong friendship 
circle, on and off campus. 

it Is hoped that this year the 
club will expand its activities by 
actively participating in the poli- 
tical and educational as well as 
the social and cultural aspects 
of student life. This direction 
was given to all clubs at the 
Ukranian Student World Congress 
held in August of last year. 

A major resolution, moved by 
the Australian Ukranian delegation 
seconded by the French Ukranian 
delegation and passed unanimously 
by all 17 countries represented, 
stated that a concentrated effort 
should be made to substantially 
Increase the educational and poli- 
tical activities on every campus 
represented. 

At the recent World Congress 
of Free Ukranlans (those outside 
the Iron Curtain) that resolution 
was acted upon and a plan of 
training and action is now in pro- 



cess. The LU Club will be pre- 
senting workshops on such topics 
as Canadian Ethnic orientation, 
effective public speaking, Alin- 
sky approaches to Social change, 
etc. 

Membership to the Club Itself 
is open to anyone wishing to ex- 
perience individually and socially 
the Ukranian approach to Caha- 
dlanlsm or Just simply to meet 
with others with similar Interests 
and concerns. Last year a num- 
ber of students, not of Ukranian 
background Joined the club, and 
actively took part in Its activities. 
"This year there maybeachange 
introduced so as to increase the ■ 
resources of the Club. As flnan- 
flnances are a problem for any 
student club, this one included, a 
new policy, that of membership 
fees, lspresentlybelngconsldered 
seriously . A nominal monetary 
commitment will serve as a bas- 
is to develop a properprogramme 
In general it Is hoped that the club 
will continue to be a communi- 
cation link to the Sudbury commu- 
nity as well as fulfill Its goals 
for campus activity.

In another case, a car flew 
off the roadway and plowed into 
trees and landscape causing over 
$700 damage. Lamp standards 
are a favourite target as wel'. 

Chief of Security, Norm Raiche 
feels that the campus roads were 
designed specifically to slow ve- 
hicles down. 

"Drivers, in most cases, be- 
long to the University community 
and therefore are aquainted with 
the roads and conditions," he said. 
''Although there are a lot of tour- 
ists and non-campus drivers, 
these people rarely are Involved 
in accidents here." 

Raiche, formerly with the Sud- 
bury Police Force states: "mo- 
torists must drive in a manner 
that is reasonable and prudent 
taking into consideration the road, 
weather, and traffic conditions." 
He feels that anyone who drives in 
accordance with this maxim will 
not have any problem on campus 
roads. 

Oscar Bertrand, one of the se- 
curity guards said: "If people 
would drive at 15 miles an hour 
like they are supposed to, there 
wouldn't be this problem." 



On January 1st, the minimum 
wage in Ontario increased to $2 
per hour from $1.80. 

This Increase was part of anew 
employment standards package 
passed by the Ontario Government 
last October. 

Minimum vacation pay also in- 
creased to 4 percent. Previously 
it was 2 percent. 

"After one year of service em- 
ployees are entitled to two weeks 
vacation with pay," stated an On- 
tario Ministry of Labour Press 
release, 'if service is for less 
than one year, employees must re-" 
celve vacation pay on termination 
of employment." 

Students working part-time are 
entitled to this 4 percent vacation 
pay. 

During the last few weeks, se- 
veral rumours have been floating 
around the campus about the new 
minimum wage and about future 
increases. These rumours were, 
sparked by a Federal Government 
announcement (reported In the 
dally papers) that a National Min- 
imum Wage BUI wtllbelntroduced 
into the Commons this session. 
The Federal Government inten- 
tion Is to introduce a $2.20 mini- 
mum wage throughout Canada. If 
it passes, it will take effect this 
April. 



The Ontario Employment Stan- 
dards Act Included several other 
specialized Minimum wages. In 
construction, the minimum wage 
was Increased to $2. 25 hourly from 
$2.05. 

A Student Rate of $1.65 per hour 
now applies to students under 18 
who work 28 hours per week or less 
or during school holidays. This is 
up from $1.45. 

. Student job seekers could be hit 
by another rate: the Learner Rate 
of $1.90 per hour. This applies 
only for the first month of em- 
ployment providing the person has 
never done that kind of work be- 
fore. 

Employees are now entitled to 
four Statuatory holidays with pay, 
providing they qualify; Good Fri- 
day, Dominion Day, Labour Day, 
and Christmas Day. 

To qualify an employee must: 
" Be employed for the three months 
immediately prior to the holiday, 
and work on his or her regular 
day of employment preceedlngand 
following the holiday." 

If a worker qualifies forthe holi- 
day and still works It, he is en- 
titled to two and a half times his 
regular pay. If an employee does 
not qualify, and works on a statu- 
atory holiday, heisentltledtotime 
and a half.

In its first year and a half of existence, 
the Ontario Federation of Students has suf- 
fered many of the problems that befall any 
new organization with a membership so di- 
verse, and aspirations so broad asours. Yet 
to the surprise of many, OFS/FEO, with 
limited resources has succeeded remark- 
- ably well in maintaining and expanding a cre- 
dible provincial union; in completing some 
necessary and original research; and, 
through its fleldwork, in lending support to 
Individual member campuses over Immediate 
Issues of concern. It is with a sense of 
pragmatic realism, but justified optimism, 
then, that we begin the new year. We 
thought that since Laurentian has had limi- 
ted contact with OFS/FEO in the past six 
months, you might be interested in being 
brought up to date on our recent activities 
and plans for the future. 

The raising of the OFS/FEO member- 
ship fee from 25 to 40 cents per student, 
enabled our organization to hire three full- 
time workers; an office manager, Heidi 
Uhlig; a fleldworker, Ben McDonald; and 
myself, a research coordinator. Since then, 
Ben and Heidi, who have both had experience 
in campus and community organizing, have 
been actively serving campuses across the 
province. From assisting in the creation of 
an off-campus housing service at Windsor, to 
helping organizing campaigns against the 
firing of a very popular professor atGuelph, 
to working with Queen's and Carleton in the 
restructuring of their student council or- 
ganizations, OFS/FEO has attempted to 
respond to the immediate needs of Ontario 
students. A current major undertakings the 
preparation of a handbook for organizing 
course unions on campuses throughout the 
province. 

We have also managed to produce and pub- 
lish numerous research papers' on topics 
such as: the recent history of the student 
movement in Ontario, campus orientation 
programs, the financing of post secondary 
education, the Report of the Commission on 
Post Secondary Education, student housingin 
Ontario, and tenure In post secondary In- 
stitutions. 

Several of these papers were combined in 
a brief we presented to the Committee on 
University Affairs and to the Government of 
Ontario. Our oral presentation to the CUA 
on December 10 was well received. We are 
scheduled to meet the Minister of Colleges 
and Universities, Jack McNie on January 23 
in order to express our views directly to 
the government. 

Though we are' under no naive ll'usions 
about what meeting the government means, 
the preparation of the brief has enabled us 
to eather our thoughts and dpfend in detail. 



positions taken by OFS/FEO In the past. 
This process was especially beneficial be- 
cause the Ontario govenment is presently 
considering means to radically alter its 
system of financing universities, so that, 
if the COPSE recommendations are im- 
plemented, you may find yourself paying 
well over $2000 a year in ration fees to 
attend university. 

The need for students to speak coherent- 
ly and forcefully on Issues .such as these 
Is unquestionned. Herein lies the most 
Important function of the OFS/FEO at the 
present time and the greater the commit- 
ment we have from member campuses, the 
better the .-nance we have of making our 
voices heard. What has become painfully 
clear in the past couple of years, Is that 
only students can adequately speak for them- 
selves. 

There Is Increasing evidence the OFS/ 
FEO is becoming widely recognized as the 
official voice of Ontario students. The daily 
media has sought statements regularly from 
us on Important issuesin education, such as 
the recent walkout by school teachers in 
Ontario. Through actions such the publica- 
tion of our brief, campus newspapers have 
also been taking a greater interest in our 
activities. 

None of this however. Is said in the spirit 
of incautious boasting. Already our resour- 
ces are strained to the limit. We have 
simply been unable to perform all of the 
tasks required of us. Too little attention 
indeed, has been paid to the problems of 
Community Colleges. The unique and lm- 
. mediate regional problems of northern cam- 
puses such as Laurentian have not been 
adequately investigated. Though liason with 
campus councils, external organizations, and 
non-member institutions has been Initiated 
it has not been sufficiently developed. Fi- 
nally and most Importantly, individual stu- 
dents on campuses, though probably va- 
guely aware of OFS/FEO, are by no means 
adequately Informed about the activities of 
the organization attempting to work in their 
interests. 

In the lights of such problems, OFS/FEO 
is presently considering plans to expand 
Its resources and activities. Laurentian has 
been Invited to meet and discuss these Is- 
sues with us at a conference on January 26 
at Trent University in Peterborough. The 
participation of representatives o f all On- 
tario students at this meeting Is of- vital 
Importance to the building of the student 
movement in this province. 

This, then, is OFS/FEO to now. Through 
yoi'.r newspaper and Student Council, we 
win try to keep you Informed of our future 
activities.

Last Saturday night the Basket- 
ball Voyageurs were delt a severe 
blow to their first place aspira- 
tions as they bowed 81-80 to the 
U. of T. Blues. The Vees now have 
a 5-2 record while the U. ol Ot- 
tawa Is undefeated to date and the 
Blues are now 5-1. To finish first 
now our team must go undefeated 
in their remaining league encoun- 
ters plus beat Ottawa by 25 pts. 
This certainly Is a tall order but 
stranger things have happened. In 
any event the Vees will be look- 
ing for that important home court 
advantage in theplayoffs which will 
require at least a second place 
finish In the regular season stand- 
ings. " 

Saturday our team ran into a 
big Varsity team who played ag- 
gressively and shot no less than 
spectacularly. The Blues have al- 
ways proved troublesome for the 
Vees but this Is the first Voya- 
geur defeat to Toronto since these 
two teams entered the same league 
two years ago. 

The game was quite wide-open 
throughout, the Blues takingapage 
from the Voyageur book, fast 
breaking very effectively. The 
first half scoring was always close 
with the Blues leading 44-40 at 
the half, thanks largely to a su- 
perb 66%shootingpercentagefrom 
the field. The second half saw 
U. of T. breaking from their 
zone defense to score several ea- 



sy baskets. The eight minute mark 
of the second half found the Vees 
looking at a 15 pt. deficit and To- 
ronto steadily gaining momentum. 
However, some forced shots by 
Varsity and a tightened Voyageur 
defense finally knotted the score at 
74 with four minutes remaining. 
Toronto managed to keep the 
lead the rest of the way. Don 
Charuba missed a bonus situation 
from the foul line trailing 77-76 
and with 1:17 snowing on the clock 
Toronto held a 81-76 lead. How- 
ever, Mel Bishop hit two foul 
shots with 0:12 remaining to nar- 
row the deficit to 81-80. Toronto's 
Doug Fox had a chance to salt 
the game away with 0:11 left, 
shooting one and a bonus but mis- 
sed the first shot. The Vees re- 
trieved the rebound but failed to 
score In the remaining seconds. 
There was some controversy 
at the end of the game concern- 
ing the time clock. After some con-, 
sultatlon between the referees and 
the timer, the clock was set back 
to 0:01 with the Vees Inboundlng 
the ball from one side of the To- 
ronto basket along the base line. 
Jeff Bennett received the pass 
about 15 ft. from the hoop but his 
shot fell well short. Voyageur 
coach Ken Shtelds rushed onto the 
court to protest the play. He felt 
Bennett was fouled but the of- 
ficials ruled the buzzer had sound- 
ed before the shot was attempted. 
Coach Shields blamed the Vee's 
Inconsistent play for the loss. He 



felt the Vees didn't start to real- 
ly play until the fourth Quarter, 
playing poor defense -and turning 
the ball over far too often. He 
pointed to Paul Mousseau fouling 
out with 3 minutes remaining as a 
key factor and to the two tech- 
nical fouls taken by Mousseau and 
Mel Bishop. Toronto's Glenn Scott 
(42) converted both free throws. 
Needless to say, the Voyageurs 
missed the services of Guy Ve- 
trle who has chosen to leave 
school. His place Jn the_slartlne 
line-up was taken by Mike Heale. 
Mike was hampered in the game 
by an ankle injury he suffered in 
Friday's practice. 

On the positive side, Shields 
sighted Bob Gouley and Mike Vis- 
ser as his best players. Gouley 
sparked the Voyageurs comeback 
with his agresslve defense and 
hustle oh offense while Visser 
played his usual scrappy game 
while scoring 18 pts. Mel Bishop 
also had a fine game, scoring 28 
pts. and showing unusual hustle 
on defense. Don Charuba was the 
only other Voyageur In double 
figures with 14 pts. 

Glenn Scott was Toronto's top 
marksman with 23 pts. while Randy 
Filinski (45) had 18 pts., Rick 
Kurczyk (42) 12 pts. and Frank 
Cress (53) 10 pts.
